WHERBAS, the appropriations for the said purposes by act of congress 
cannot be made available until the state of Iowa has granted exclusive 
jurisdiction ovu the said buildings and grounds; therefore 
Be it enacted by the Oe'TIA!/I'OJ, A88M1&bly of the Sta~ of Iowa: 

SECTION 1. Jurisdiction ceded. That full, exclusive, and complete 
jurisdiction is hereby granted and ceded to the United States of America 
over such grounds as may be hereafter selected and acquired by the United 
Statea in the cities of Clinton, Creston, aad Oskaloosa, in the State of 
Iowa, for the erection of public buildings thereon, together witb. all such 
lands adjacent thereto as the United States may acquire, and full consent 
to the acquisition of such real estate is hereby given and granted by the 
state of Iowa to the United States, and all jurisdiction of the state of Iowa 
over such lands and buildings is hereby ceded and surrendered. All claim 
or right to levy taxes agaiust such lands and buildings is also hereby fully 
released and surrendered.

thereon, together with all such lands adjacent thereto as the United States 
may acquire, and full consent to the acquisition of such real estate is hereby 
given and granted by the state of Iowa to the Uuited States, and all juris­
diction of the state of Iowa over such lands and buildings is hereby ceded 
ud surrendered.
